The above expression refers to one of the 
essential elements of business, and it is com- 
monly remarked that to sell anything, you 
must have a good line of ‘‘sales talk.’’ It 
is not enough to lay down stuff on a counter 
and let a possible eustomer look at it. The 
salesman who does that will probably not 
get promotion owing to his efficiency. 

People do not have faith in merchandise 
unless the sellers show faith in it and en- 
thusiasm -for it. When the salesman just 
places his stuff before the buyer and says 
nothing, the latter has-a feeling that it has 
no special merit. He argues that the sales- 
man would find something to say about it, if 
the stuff was what he wanted. 

A good many retail dealers are making. a 
similar mistake in a larger way, by failure 
to advertise. They lay down a stock of 
goods in the sight of the community, and then 
they ‘their doors and let the public 
come in. They may talk well enough when 
they get them into the store, but as respects 
the general public that. passes through the 
town, their attitude is some- 
like the salesman who places 
his goods on the counter in silence without

Tested Recipes 


Dark Gingerbread 

% cup butter; 1 cup molasses’ 
1 egg; 2 tablespoons milk; 2 cups | 
flour; % teaspoon salt; 2 tea- 
spoons ground ginger; 2 level tea- 
spoons baking powder. 

Heat the butter till hissing, pour 
it into a bowl in which the mo- 
lasses has already been measured, 
add the egg and milk; and mis 
lightly. Sift together the flour, 
salt, ginger and baking powder, 
and stir in the liquid ingredents, 
beating and stirring only enough 
to blend. As soon as smoothly 
blended pour into two shallow, 
well-greased pans, and bake twenty 
minutes in a moderately hot oven.
